Wasuineron Crry, Dec. 5.—'Phis day, at. twelve 
o'clock, the President of the United States transmitted fo 
hoth Houses of Congress the following Messdge, by Mr. 
Todd, his Sécretary :— 
“ Fcllow-Citizens of the Senete, and of the Louse of Repre- * 
sentatives, [4 

‘* T have the satisfactiqn, on our present-meéeting, of being able 
to communicate to you the suecessful termination of the war 
which had-been commenced against the United Stites by tlie 
Regeney of Algiers. The squadron in advante, on tliat service, 
under Commodore Decatur, lost not a moment, aftér its arrival 
in the Mediterranean, in seeking the naval force .of the enemy, 
then criuizing in that Seay aud. succeeded in captaring two of his 
ships, one of them the principal ship, commarided by the Al- 
gerine Admiral; The ligh Timsatnee. of the Améfican Com- 
mander was brilliantly sustained on the occasion; which brought 
his.own ship iuto close action with that of his adversary; as 
was the accustomed gallautry of all the Officers and hen actually 
engaged.

On Thursday, Sarah Scott (the mother) and Sarah Jackson (her 
daughter) underwent a final examinagion, charged with infent to 
starve a female child three years ofage. From the testimony pf 
Sarah Jackson on Saturday, it was at length discovered who the 
renal. mother of the infant was, and having been traced by the 
Officers, she now presented herself to claim the child, and to ac- 
count for its separation from herself. She stated, that her name 
was Anne Adams—that the child was the fruit of an illeziti- 

‘hate connection witha Mr. Baseley, of Spitalfields, who had 
pe the Parish asum of money, which was to have been dis- 
ursed to her at the rate of Is. 6d. per week. This allowance was 
paid for a considerable time, until having a quarrel! with a wo- 
nian in whose service she lived, by her misrepresentations tlie 
allowance was stopped. Witness was then thrown out of bread, 
and waited upon'the Parish Officers ‘to implore a renewal of ther 
‘assistancé, but. they replied, that she was “strong and healthy

It is only ae short time since she was brought to the same 
honse by two Ladies and a Gentleman ine coach, who picked 
her up ia Meet-street, and relieved her, she having fatien down, 
pretending to be taken in Jabour, sad in great distress. Severel 
other instances of imposition were stated ¢o have been practised) 
by this impostor.—The Officers were directed to take her back, 
and give her the correction of the house, there being no parti- 
cular law to meet her conduct.
